LADY DAY OF MARCH. 


The 25th of March is an important 


date both iu the secular and religious 
calendars. It is the first quarter day 'in 
the year and as such comes home to 
most of ns who have before our eyes the 
fear of payment of rent or the rarer 
pleasure of receiving it. The pay days 
in England have been arbitrarily fixed 
on Lady day, Midsummer day, Michael- 
mas day and Christmas day. Why? No- 
body has been able to explain, unless it 
be that, nniving, as they do, near the 
end of each quarter, such important 
clays are better as reminders of our duty 
to our landlord than any ordinary 80th 
or 31st of the month •would be likely to 
be. 


But it is, of course, as one of the 


great festivals dedicated to the Virgin 
(as its name, Lady day, or the old term, 
Onr Lady's day, implies) that it has 
most importance, being the anniversary 
of the day when the angel Gabriel an- 
nounced to tho Virgin the mystery of 
;he incarnation. 
Four other dates in 


tho calendar shartrtho honor of this ti- 
tle—namely, Feb. 2, or the Purification; 
July 2, or tho Visitation, to commem- 
orate the visit paid by the Virgin Mary 
to her cousin Elizabeth (instituted by 
Pope Urban VI in 1383); Sept. 8, or 
tho Nativity, and Dec. 8, or the Con- 
ception. 


But the 25th of March, or the An- 


nunciation, is most regarded, as it is 
the anniversary, according to St. Au- 
gustine, of the great event to which it 
owes its origin, and the institution of 
this festival dates fi-om very early times, 
since St. Athanasius makes mention of 
it in ono of his sermons. An order of 
tho Patriarch. Nicephorns having given 
permission to break the fast of Lent if 
the Annunciation happened to fall on 
tho Thursday or Friday of Holy week, 
a council convened at Toledo iu C50 to 
preserve the complete observance of 
Lent and ordered the transference of tho 
holiday to the week preceding Christ- 
maa Some of the eastern churches still 
follow this decree, but the Syrians have 
fixed it on Dec. 1 and the Armenians 
on the 5th pf tlau'a.oiy, while in the 
Latin church it haa resumed its old 
place in the ecclesiastical calendar. 
In 


the western church, if it should fall in 
tho Easter fortnight, its celebration ia 
postponed -until tho second Monday fol- 
lowing tho festival 


Lady day of March has always been 


very highly observed in England. The 
synod'of Worcester, 1240 A. D., by one 
of its canons forbade all servile work 
upon ifc, and this was afterward con- 
firmed by various provincial and dioc- 
esan councils in all respects except ag- 
ricultural labor. 


In Rome, in the early part of tho cen- 


tury, the clay nsod. to bo celebrated with 


ponip and splendor. We road tbat

CIiET.EI.AND ON THE 
SITUATION. 


When the announcement is made at 


Washington that President Cleveland 
hM gone banting or fishing it is taken 
aa the forerunner of a message, if Con- 
gress is in session, or of a manifesto to 
the public if the lawmakers have gone 
home. Mr. Cleveland has just returned 
from a fishing trip, and he gives oat 
that he refuses to believe that when the 
time arrives for deliberate action there 
will be engrafted upon the Democratic 
creed a demand for free, unlimited 
and independent coinage of silver. Ha 
is certain that the Democratic party is 
neither unpatriotic nor foolish, and it 
seems clear to him that such a course 
wonld inflict very great injory upon 
every interest of our country. 


If Mr. Cleveland would look outside 


the golden circle in which he lives and 
moves, he surely would not consider it 
unpatriotic to restore silver to the po- 
sition as a money metal accorded it by 
the founders of the Government. When 
the United States mint was established 
in 1791 and Congress authorized the 
coinage of money and regulated the 
value thereof, as the Constitution em- 
powers it to do, the dollar of 412J^ 
grains of silver of standard fineness 
was made the money unit of the United 
States. There is no doubt of this 
as the dollar bore the words: "One 
dollar or unit; one hundred cents," in. 
delibly stamped on the coin. A sub- 
sequent Congress ordered the words 
quoted omitted and now Mr. Clevelan3) 
Mr. Sherman and others tell us these 
silver dollars are fifty-cent dollais and 
that it is unpatriotic to open the mints 
for the ulimited coinage of such doll?.1 s- 
Originally Congress declared a silver 
com of the United States containing 
412j-2 grains of silver nine-tenths fine, 
to be of the value of 100 cents and a 
legal tender to any amount. Was that 
Congress, in which were many mem- 
bers who pledged their lives, their 
fortunes and their sacred honor to su» 
tain the independence of the United 
States, unpatriotic ? If it was not, are 
those who to-day insist that the coin- 
age act of 1791 shall be restored, un- 
patriotic? 
Is it unpatriotic, at the 


close of the nineteenth century, to com 
our own money and regulate our own 
domestic affairs in accordance with (he 
acts of those who toward the close of 
the last century fought for those 
privileges ?

States that the adoption of the gold 
standard plank would not only defeat 
the party in the coming election, bnt 
would permanently disrupt it, they re- 
mained obdurate and relentless and 
defeated Teller's resolution by an over- 
whelming majority.

ARRESTED FOK LIBEL 


Yesterday morning an article en- 


titled "Boodle rampant" and signed by 
H. H. Beck, appeared in the JOURNAL.

made by Mr. Beck seemed so improb- 
able that his co-defendant in this libel 
case, the editor of the JOUBNAL, was 
disposed to discredit them, as he could 
not believe that men sworn and paid to 
protect the interests of the taxpayers 
could be so forgetful of their oaths, so 
devoid of shame and so indifferent to 
public opinion as to be guilty of them, 
bnt an investigation of some of the 
charges by a Qrand Jury proved that 
they were founded on facts. 
In every 


instance in which Mr. Beck has charged 
public officials with what might be 
termed crookedness, inquiry has sub- 
stantiated the charge and the editor of 
the JOUBNAL, after a full investigation, 
believes that Mr. Beck in exposing the 
official acts of the Commissioners and 
District Attorney had no motive ex- 
cept that of protecting the public in- 
terests, in his unpleasant task of tell- 
ing the public what the officials are 
doing; 


Criminal libel is as serious an offense 


as looting the public treasury. The 
newspaper which without cause malic- 
iously libels a public official or a 
private citizen deserves severe punish- 
ment, bnt if publishing what purports 
to be th^>facial acts of public officers 
in a communication signed by a res- 
ponsible, respectable 
and 
reliable 


citizen Is malicious, then rings .can 
have fnll sway and plunder the public 
at will without fear of exposure or cen- 
sure through the public press. 


SPLIT OH THE MONEY QUESTION. 


Tbe National Republican convention 


at St. Louis defeated the Teller free 
coinage plank by a vote of 41 to 10 and 
adopted 
the 
resolution 
against 


free coinage published in yesterday's 
JOTONAL. This was the signal for the 
silver men to withdraw and they left 
the convention to the gold men. 


The scenes were affecting. Men who 


had fought in the Republican ranks 
since «nd including Lincoln's time, and 
younger men who had battled for the 
principles of the party since they at- 
tained the age of manhood, left their 
•eats in the convention and followed 
their patriotic and gallant General, 
Senator Henry M. Teller of Colorado, 
out of the hall and the party. 


The gold men wore unrelenting.. 


Though informed upon toe floor of the j 


ST. Louis, June 17.—At 10:25 the 


band struck up a medley of patriotic 
airs, which was received with cheers 
and applauded by the packed galleries 
Belated leaders moved down into their 
places. 
Platt and Grosvenor Bush- 


nell of Ohio came in together. The 
Tioga statesman 
jostled ex-Senator 


Warner Miller as he passed, but no 
sign of recognition passed between 
them. 
The feud between the New 


York leaders is bitter. Mark Hanna, 
who was among the last political gen- 
erals to appear, was stopped at every 
step by delegates and greeted in the 
warmest fashion. There was, however, 
no open demonstration. 
He stepped 


upon the platform and held a whispe r- 
ed consnltation with Senator Carter. 
As they stood conversing, temporary 
Chaiiman Fairbanks moved to 
the 


front of the platform and dropped the 
gavel on the second session of the con- 
vention. 


CALLED TO ORDEB. 


Chairman Fairbanks, with the gavel 


and scores of ushers, worked hard be- 
fore the convention could be brought 
to order. 
Then Dr. Wilbur Williams 


pastor of the Union Methodist Episco 
pal church here, made a prayer, the 
audience standing. The acoustic prop- 
erties of the hall are so bad that he 
could not be heard twenty feet away. 
Tbe Chair then recognized Senator 
Henry Cabot Lodge of Massachnsetts, 
who said that the Committee on Reso- 
lutions wonld not be ^ready with a re- 
port until this afternoon. 


Senator Sewell of New Jersey, and 


Senator Wellington of Maryland asked 
the unanimous consent to make re- 
ports for the Committees on Perma- 
nent Organization and Eules, but ob- 
jections were heaid. A motion of Wel- 
lington of Maryland that the conven- 
tion take a recess until 2 o'clock was 
overwhelmingly defeated. 
Tha con- 


vention tben seemed to be at a stand- 
still. 
When Sewell of New Jersey 


moved that the report of the Commit- 
tee on Permanent Organization now 
be received out of order, the galleries 
cheered, but tho delegations cried "Nol 
Not" 
However, Fairbanks declared 


the motion carried despite the protests 
of 
Wellington 
and 
Littlefleld 
of 


Maine. 


The report of the Committee on Per- 


manent Organization was enthusiasti- 
cally received, although the damp heat 
of the hall was almost prostrating. 
Mudd of Maryland jumped to his feet 
and loudly protested against action 
upon the report. 
"It can be received," 


he shouted, "but can't be acted upon. 
Nothing cdu bo done until the conven- 
tion has acted ou the report of the 
Committee on Credentials. Until that 
committee has reported there is no 
convention." 
Chairman 
Fairbanks 


overruled the point of order and left 
Mudd angrily shouting on the floor. 


As Fairbanks called for avoce on the 


adoption of the report, Mudd de- 
manded a call of the roll. The demand 
waa seconded by Delegate Evans of 
Minnesota. Fairbanks, however, called 
for a nsin,'vote, and the convention 
seemed to rise en-masse to the call. 
The galleries cheered, and pandemon- 
ium reigned for a minutes as the con- 
vention realized the overwhelming de- 
feat of the few dissenters against the 
immediate adoption of the report. 


Sewell of New Jersey and Congress- 


man Sereno Payne of New York were 
designated to escort the permanent 
Chairman to the platform. 


They marched down the main aisle, 


while the delegates jumped to their 
*B3t, flattering flags and handkerchiefs 
and oheeTtaff shrilly, with a yell that 


reminded the Southerners of the Con. 
federacy. Fairbanks, with a plume of 
the national tri-color pinned to the 
breast of his black frock coat, stepped 
to the front, meeting the trio, who 
grasped the Nebraskan by the hand. 
Thurston faced the arena with his 
bands clasped behind him and began to 
speak. 


CHAIRMAN THURSTON'S SPEECH. 


"Gentlemen of the Convention:—The 


happy memory of your kindness and 
confidence will abide in my grateful 
memory forever. My sole ambition is 
to meet your expectations, and I pledge 
myself to exercise the important 
powers of this high office with absolute 
impartiality. 
I beseech your cordial 


co-operation and support to the end 
that our proceedings may be orderly 
and dignified as befits the celebration 
of the supreme council of the Republi- 
can party. 


"Eight years ago I had the distin- 


guished honor to preside over the con- 
vention which nominated the last Re- 
publican President of the United 
States.

action of aggregated capital and cor- 
porated power; an American welcome 
to every God-fearing, liberty-loving, 
Constitution-respecting, 
law-abiding, 


labor-seeking, decent man. 


"It will mean the exclusion of all 


whose birth, whose blood, whose condi- 
tion, whose teachings aud whose prac- 
tices would menace 1 he permanency of 
the free instiiutious and endanger the 
safety of the American people or lessen 
the opportunities of American labor;

Governor Jones died April 10th 
The salary of the office is $4,000 per 
annum, and on May 1st his widow re- 
ceived $111 U, or one-third of 
the 


salary for April.

Drought a fiiendly suit for $222 22, the 
Balance of the Governor's salary for 
April, the object being to determine 
his right to the f nil salary of Governor, 
as he received only $8 per day while 
Acting Governor. The Supreme Court 
lolds that as the powers and duties of 
Sovernor have devolved upon Governor 
Sadler he is therefore entitled to the 
ull amount of the salary, which is 
ertainly a logical and, as the Court de- 
ides, a legal conclusion.

ing the cardinal gold principle of the 
Cleveland Administration 


Dubois, Teller, Cannon, White of 


South Carolina and Lemmon of Cali- 
fornia say that they will bolt the con- 
vention as soon as the gold plank is 
adopted and taka a number of their 
delegates with them. 


The gold plaak was adopted by a vote 


of 40 to 11.

The silver 
members retired for a conference and 
the platform was adopted unanimously 
by a viva voce vote.

trated by Scenes That Father Allaire 
Has Witnessed —A Ufe That Is Con- 
stantly' Beset With Dancers. 
Father Allaire, missionary apostolic 
i tho French Kongo, was recently in 
"ranee to order,a small iron steamboat 


be used in visiting the mission sta- _^ 


.ons, and was persuaded while there i 


contribnto to Le Correspondant an 


coouut of his work and its field. The 
crorageous fathers of the French Catho- 
io missions in Africa visit regions hith- 
rto scarcely known to white men, and, 
iving habitually far beyond the bounds 
f the ne%v African civilization, have 
peculiar opportunities of studying un- 
modified savage life. Father Allaire has 
jeaa for ton years in the French Kongo, 
..ud for the last six years at Liranga. 


.Bis home station of Liranga ia sur- 


oundccl by cannibal tribes, and not on- 
y has he time and again declines hos- 
iitable invitations to take part in a can- 
nibal feast, but more than once he has 
discerned among his neighbors a ban- 
sering after his own flesh. 


You are wrong," said a cannibal 


when the father turned in disgust from 
an offer of human flesh. "Yon should 
tasto it, and after that you'd never turn 
away; it is so good." 


A cannibal, bearing aloft a bloody 


fiuman head, said to the father: 


That is the head of one you knew 


well. 
We ate him three days ago. He 


was delicious. Yon should have come 
earlier so as to have a taste." 


Cannibalism is a veritable passipn 


with some of the father's black'"heigh- 
bors. Rescued slaves tell him, and he 
believes it, that there are in the interior 
chiefs who eat no flesh save that of girls 
and boys from 10 to 16 years of age. 
He made a journey up the Kongo to the 
land of the fierce Bondjos, strangers to 
him, with the hope of buying'..children 
out of slavery and taking them back to 
the mission station. 
When he reached 


Ngomboc, an agglomeration of six or 
seven large cannibal villages, he was 
constantly sainted with the words: 


Sell us children. 
We will'buy, but 


not sell them." 


The cannibals had evidenntly heard 


of his mission, and the journey was in 
vain. When he was about to return, a 
chief invited him to anchor opposite a 
village, saying: 


"Show your goods there, and.my peo- 


ple will fetch down the slave children 
to sell." 


The father accepted the invitation, 


climbed with difficulty the steep em- 
bankment, more than 80 feet high, up- 
on which stood the fortified village, and 
eiUarecl the place with an interpreter 
and a few followers. Sixty savages sur- 
rocnded the priest, and he and the chief 
vrent through the famous form of blood 
L.rotherhood, each making a slight 
v.-onnd iu his arm and permitting the 
outflowing streams of blood to mingle. 
ll;o father then discovered that there 
v.'oro uo women or children in sight, 
tiuO that the points of spears were trem- 
bling behind the houses. The chief 
sud- 


denly demanded gifts for himself and 
«11 liiy met). 


There was silence in the village, 


while tbu blacks babbled ceaselessly in 
iho sun, and tha lances peeped out here 
iiixl there from behind the huts. 
The 


father iiuswered that he would be glad 
lo jmy handsomely for any slaves that 
should be brought to the boat. At this 
ihe cuief seized his left hand and bade 
• Lire begone. Wheu the father was ready 
to make the ste'ep descent of the bank, 
ho saw a stealthy giant just ready to 
lanes one of the men from the steam- 
boat. Bis left hand still grasped by the 
chief, the father aimed his uncharged 
rifle at the negro below, and the latter, 
dropping his weapon, drew back. 


The next instant the chief had pushed 


the father over the bank. He lay stun- 
ned for a second, but rose unhurt to find 
tbo savage lancers attacking his own 
men, and the latter casting themselves 
into the river for safety. Quickly load- 
ing his rifle, he turned upon the attack- 
ing party, but at sight of the loaded 
weapon the negroes fled. Once on the 
boat the father found that none of his 
men was wounded. One, the black in- 
terpreter, was missing, and he was soon 
discovered making ready to storm the 
village. He declared that with two ri- 
fles the missionary party could sack the 
place, and was disgusted when the fa- 
ther refused to undertake the task. 


"It is curious," said the interpreter, 


"that when these people were making 
ready to eat you you are unwilling to 
be revenged on them." 


He then explained that as the mis- 


sionary party clambered up to the town 
the negroes were vowing to have the 
goods as presents or by force, and that 
when the cannibal chief took the priest's 
hand the savage said significantly to his 
men: 


"It ia well; he has no skin and his 


hand is fat." 


Father Allaire says that slavery in 


his part of Africa is not a thing of con- 
stant blows. Its worst feature is the 
possibility of human sacrifice at the 
death of a slave owner. The slave at or- 
dinary times may go and come as he 
will, subject only to the possibility of 
being resold or of being called to be sac- 
rificed in order that a dead master may 
havo slave company in another world. 
Slavery is worse for children than for 
adults, and in parts of the French Kon- 
go children are used as money. A pi- 
roguo is spoken of as worth so many 
slaves Slave children pass through the 
bar.da of as many us 20 chiefs.. A na- 
tive law makes a thief caught in the 
act the slave of his captor, ,aud it is not 
unusual for men to expose ' valuable 
things, and then lie in ambush to cap- 
ture and thus enslave any one that 
yields to the temptation to steal the ar- 
ticle exposed. Young children are seized 
and enslaved when found alone, and 
African mothers, who ore most tender 
of their little ones, guard them with 
great care.
